Sims shows an archery bow dampening device, made of an 
elastomer and having a base portion 44 and extension portion 52 
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suspended from the base; as shown in figure 16, the extension 
portion may have tapered extremities, so it may be said to be 
"wedge-like" . 

Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
